dies, 

Approximately 20 deer 
have been found dead with 
outward appearances con- 
sistent with tannic acid 
poisoning; four of these 
were autopsied, confirming 
this cause. 

DFG biologists expect the 
problem to continue until 
rains being new plant 
growth, or until the acorn 
crop is all eaten.
